We are not still bogged 
down in Vietnam because 
our military forces are in- 
efficient. We are there be- 
cause they have not been 
allowed to do the job for 
which they have been train- 
ed-and at considerable ex-

The first and foremost 
consideration in any talk of 
draft reform or abolish- 
ment should be the ability 
of this nation to adequately 
defend itself -- on short 
notice, if need be -- and to

In my dgment, 
volunteer military estab- 
lishment, highly paid or 
not, places our ability to 
perform both functions in 
serious jeopardy.

Green said in a seven 
page opinion that there was 
no vacancy at the time 
Mrs, Nell Y. Cook was ap- 


pointed to the office, Judge. 


Green ruled that there was 
no vacancy existing until 
Judge Sawyer assumed the 
Probate Judge office at 
midnight, January 18, and 
therfore no appointment 
could be legally made by 
Governor Brewer, whose 
term also expired at mid- 
night January 18th, 

The Judge covered the 
part of the law dealing 
with “certainty to be a 
vacancy’? in the follow~ 
ing manner,’’, . .neither 
the governor then in office 
nor any other person, ex- 
cept all-wise Providence, 
could surely say on Jan- 
uary 15, 1971, that a va- 
cancy was sure to occur in 
the office of Tax Collector 
of Coffee County, Ala- 
bama,’ 

Mr, Reeves assumed the 
office on Friday morning 
following the order by 
Judge Green, 

Mrs, Cook has 10 days 
from the date of the court 
order to file an appeal with 
the Alabama Supreme 
Court.

LOWER LOAN INTEREST 
RATES ANNOUNCED 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Clifford M, Hardin today 
announced a lower loan in- 
terest rate and other chan- 
ges in USDA’s Farm Stor- 
age and Drying Equipment 
Loan Program aimed at 
making the program **more 
responsive’ to the needs 
of farmers and to make 
possible expansion in the 
on-the-farm storage and 
drying capacity. 

‘It is possible to lower 
the loan interest rate at 
this time, USDA officials 
explained, because of the 
recent lowering of the bor- 
rowing cost of money to 
Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration (CCG)’’, 

Under this program far- 
mers can secure CCC loans 
to purchase or contract on- 
farm storage and drying 
facilities and to purchase 
operating equipment, Such 
loans Fave been available 
to eligible farmers since 
1949, Through calendar 
year 1970 there have been 
more than 316,000 of these 
loans for a total of $516 
million, With this aid far- 
mers have _ constructed 
over 1.5 billion bushels of 
grain storage capacity. As 
of December 31, 1970, re- 
payments had reduced the 
total of loans outstanding 
to $146.3 million, 

The changes are being 
made to assist farmers 
in more orderly market- 
ing of their commodities 
by. allowing them to hold 


th€ir products and take 
better advantage of market 
prices, USDA officials 


said. Thechangeswillalso 
assist farmers in keeping 
pace with new harvesting, 
conditioning and storage 
techniques, the Department 
said. 

Through providing a lar- 
ger stcrage capacity onthe 
farm, the producer is less 
likely to get caught in a 
transportation bottleneck 
and need not take a discount 
for lack of adequate trans- 
portation at time of har- 
vest, the Department point- 
ed out. ;

TO GROW MORE BEEF 


More beef calves will 
be grown in Alabama dur- 
ing the ‘70’s because of

The Alabama highway 
patrol investigated 140 ru- 
ral traffic accidents with 
68 injuries and 18 fatalities 
from 6;00 p.m, Friday 
through 12 midnight Sun- 
day. The fatalities occur- 
red in the following coun- 
ties: 

Five in Houston,,6 in 
Washington, 2 in Barour, 
and 1 each in Baldwin, Rus- 
sell, Jefferson, Pickins\and 
Pike County. 

These accidents bring 
the number of people kill- 
ed in rural Alabama traf- 
fic accidents this year to 
99 compared with 79 kill- 
ed during the same period 
last year for an increase 
of 20 fatalities. 

Dothan district troopers 
investigated 8 accidents 
with 5 injuries and 8 fa- 
talities during this period, 
The Dothan district has 16 
fatalities so far this year 
as compared with 6 at this 
same time last year.

Start Garden 
Chores Now 


Is your 1971 vegetable 
garden site ready? Of 
course, everything can’tbe 
done this early, but there 
are some fundamentals that 
shouldbe taken care of now, 
says Perry Smith, Exten- 
sion horticulturist. 


If the 1970 garden was | 


too shady, there is still 
time to cut some of the 
trees, In some instances, 
notes the specialist, a 
choice must be made be- 
tween gardening and trees, 
There is no use trying to 
grow vegetables in an area 
where there is shade more 
than half the day. 

Have the old plants from 
last year’s garden been 
plowed in or carried off? 
This should have already 
been done. If tomatoes 
were staked or trellised 
last year, the old stakes 
and twine should be re- 
moved, 

Was there an area in the 
garden last year where wa~ 
ter stood and vegetables 
didn’t grow? If so, Smith 
suggests making some 
plans now to tile drain or 
cut a small ditch, where 
possible, to relieve this 
situation. 

And if the garden just 
didn’t do well last year, 
there is still time to take 
a soil test before the main 
garden season arrives, 
This is particularly impor- 
tant for the gardener who 
has moved since last year 
and has a new garden site. 
A soil test is the only 
sure way to tell whether 
Or not the garden needs 
lime.

An obvious 
hazard occurs when the 


cord breaks or a ball be- 
comes detached from the 
cord and becomes a mis- 
sile.

The set-aside feature of 
1971 farm programs for 
feed grain, wheat and cot-

tion Service Committee, 

Under the new program, 
a producer agrees to set 
aside a pre-determined 
number of acres of crop- 
land from production and 
devote it to approved soil- 
conserving uses. He then 
can plant his remaing crop- 
land to any crop he wishes 
except for sugar cane and 
for quota crops such as 
peanuts, tobacco, rice and 
extra long staple cotton, 

In this way, Mr. Weeks 
said, a farmer can plant 
the crops that he prefers 
to grow and which give 
him his best net returns, 


Agricultural specialists 
who helped develop the new 
programs point out that 
this greater freedom to 
plant will eventually lead 
to the concentration of cer- 
tain crops in areas of the 
country where they can be 
grown most efficiently. 
They expect more corn 
production concentrated in 
the Corn Belt, more small 
grains in the Great Plains, 
more soybean production 
in the Southeast, and an 
expansion of cotton pro- 
duction in the efficient 
areas, 


One of the basic ideas 
behind the set-aside fea- 
ture, according to Mr, 
Weeks, is that producers in 
all of these areas can be 
better off because they will 
be producing the crop they 
grow best at a lower cost, 
He added that some far-

Heights last summer, 

Also announced Monday 
was the definate approval 
of Elba for an ROTC pro- 
ject beginning September], 
197], This project is been 
sought long and hard by 
school officials, It is a 
federally supported course 
and according to Taylor, 
will not be a required suh- 
ject at Elba High School, 


These projects will be 
quite expensive for a school 
system the size of Elba’s 
however, the school hoard 
has been building a capi- 
tal outlay fund for several 
years with this in mind, 

In spite of a bombing, 
a bad fire and moving build- 
ings for temporary quart- 
ers, the fund has grown 
until now there is about 
$200,000 accumulated plus 
the special $100,000 grant 
to all school systems in 
Alabama, This grant was 
a special appropriation by 
the legislature and issued 
in the final days of Gover- 
nor Albert Brewer’s Ad- 
ministration, Also in the 
above figure was a large 
state grant engineered by 


Mr. Drexel Cook during

The Area Vocational 
School will receive a size- 
able grantif approved plans 
are followed, It will be 
matching funds up to 
$100,000,
